The GSA also said a silver

tial security. It was not imme- 
diately known which govern- 
ment agency authorized the 
purchase. 

The golf carts, estimated to 
cost $2,000 each, were pur- 
chased for Secret Service 
agents to use while patrolling 
the San Clemente grounds,
